Boasting their best draft hand in years, Hawthorn was always going 

to be a club to watch intently at the 2020 National Draft. Besides using 
pick six to consolidate their defensive stocks, selecting the highlu-touted 
Denver Grainger-Barras, the club appeared to have a focus in mind, 
bringing in Seamus Mitchell NGA talent Connor Downie, Tyler Brockman, 
and Jack Saunders. Combined with recent addition of Lachie Bramble 

via the Pre-Season Supplemental Selection Period, there's plenty to 
suggest a new directive is in play: get exciting, get nimble, get moving. 


Speaking of the need for speed, Jarman Impey looks set to return to 
his post at half-back, with Changkuoth Jiath set to add his own dash 
and intercept marking prowess to the mix. Sam Frost completes the trio 
capable of lightning-quick rebound 50s, while the group of Hardwick, 
Greaves, Day, and Scrimshaw will be tasked with distributing the footy 
with precision. Any defence minus Sicily is worse off, though it appears 
role-for-role, Hawthorn's defensive line holds plenty of promise. 


Meanwhile, the club has set Craig McRae the formidable challenge of 
re-tooling the forward line to generate some much-needed firepower. 

It's time to establish with certainty whether Mitch Lewis can get back 

to his form of 2019, and if the reinvention of big-bodied Jacob Koschitzke 
as a forward target is the eureka moment the club's been crying out for. 


Then there's Hanrahan, who leads the way for our mosquito fleet 
of dangerous forwards. After solid first impressions, it could be his 
breakout season. 


As for the midfield... ok, you know what? You've probably cottoned on 

to what l'm doing here, and yeah, you're right - I'm selling hope. As far as 
| can see, there's promise on every line. No, | don't think it will be a quick 
rebound to flag-favourtism, but | do think it’s clear that the build has 
already begun.

Like a lot of Hawthorn fans, I've been clinging tight to those exciting first impressions, 

as well as his servicable 2018 season. The question is, can Morrison recapture 

that kind of form? And where would he line up in our best 22? | suppose the second question 
is the one that's stumped me lately. My natural inclination is to pencil Harry in at half-back, 
but there's hot competition for that part of the ground. It's one thing to be a fringe player 

at Hawthorn, but a fringe player at half-back? I'd say Morrison's deep in the queue. Of course, 
there might be a spot for him on the wing, though he's got the new hotness in Connor Downie 
to contend with now. And beyond that, I'm not sure where you play him. One thing's 

for certain, though - given an opportunity, Morrision has to seize it. The talent's there, 

and he's a proven performer who can find the footy, but he has to exert more influence 

on the result. Another season of invisibility, and the club might make a tough call.

The club believes in 
their 2016 pick 76 draftee, and with Roughy always available for advice - after he bestowed 
his #2 to Mitch out at Waverley - it’s hard to imagine he can’t build on his 2019 form. 
Certainly we, the fans, have seen enough to understand Lewis has the talent, but there's 
questions over his durability and his ability to carry the workload that comes with being 

the focal point of a struggling attack. Forget his 2020 - he was out of form, injured, 

then dropped, before finally returning to the side in the final weeks to show something for 
the retiree celebrations. His body and mind should mature before our eyes this year, 

and with the new stewardship of McRae as forward line coach, should be aiming for 30 goals 
in 2021 and impacting contests from the wing to the goal square. An important year for Mitch.

There was a certain stubbornness that plagued the midfield 
throughout 2020, with the same guys trying the same things week after week. Naturally, 
opponents pieced things together fairly quickly, and relished whisking the ball 

from the centre with ease. Anyway, Mitchell's immense ability as a masterful accumulator 
and extractor is such a luxury - when the time's right, he'll simply slot back in. 

He's plug n' play with this line-up, like a USB stick. And if you're concerned about him finding 
his best footy, remember this: if not for Gunston's hot form as our go-to forward option, 

in 2020, he'd have another Peter Crimmins Medal to his name by now. What a player. 


#4 JARMAN IMPEY

on-field endeavours, he’s practically a new recruit for 2021 after an injury-ravaged 18 months. 
Impey can play on the half-back flank, as a winger - a position wel be thin in this year - 

or even as a half-forward goalsneak. Skilled, and witha remarkable ability to dictate the play, 
Impey is key to our successes this year. If Clarko can get him with the ball in space, 

then our forwards will have a much better chance of kicking a winning score. He’s unlucky 
to have missed out on a Peter Crimmins Medal, he’s certainly earned the confidence 

of the fans with his unerring commitment to the Hawthorn way. It’s going to be great 
watching the duo of Wingard and Impey toying with opposition teams again, and if they can 
hit form together, the grey clouds over Waverley will evaporate. After all, it’s why these 

great friends joined the Hawks in the first place; to find success.

In terms of this next chapter, and what | want 
to see from Worpel in 2021, it's as simple as this: more of the same. His role is solidified, 

and it serves us well. Fully conditioned now to the rigours of senior footy, with almost 

50 games and complete seasons under his belt, Worpel's not only a proven talent, 

but in a great position to bring his contested game and trademark toughness to another level. 
The development and improvement to come is something to get very excited about. 

There's every indication the club knows what it has with Worpel too. He's one of a few Hawks 
signed through to 2023, a cornerstone of Hawthorn's future. Add to that his promotion 

to the leadership group, and Worpel has been positioned as the club's own 

22-year-old paragon for new recruits - a symbol, a high standard to aspire to.

Right throughout 2021, we'll continue to lament 
such an unfortunate injury to James Sicily, stemming from something so innocuous. 

While his absence will be felt enormously, it's interesting to note that the club 

haven't placed him on the long-term injury list. So what are Hawthorn up to here? Are they 
thinking he may eventually play an on-field role in 2021, in good time? While | would welcome 
his incredibly watchable defensive work, if it were up to me, I'd be more inclined to keep Sicily 
in cotton wool for 2022. By the time that campaign rolls around, bell be stepping into 

a battle-hardened backline that has learned to stand on its own without his mercurial talents. 
Until then, it's a combination of rehab and Call of Duty for James. With any luck, his stint 

on the sidelines will be productive for his teammates, with Sicily serving as a kind of mentor 
for the club's young defenders. We already known Denver Grainger-Barras is a self-professed 
fan of Sicily's, and would only be too happy to take on whatever lessons our #6 can impart.

He's clearly got the maturity, the temperament, the consistent on-field endeavour, 

and commands respect. Historically, all of these things have long been hallmarks 

of the club captaincy, regardless of the era and win-loss record. So, | back Big Boy 

for the role. There remains a major question mark around his deployment on-field, though. 
Was Clarkson right to experiment with using McEvoy in defence? He has about a billion runs 
on the board, so to speak, so yes. Also, it did work pretty well on occasion. My problem with it 
is this: too often in 2020, the experiment was plan A, when it should only ever be plan B. 

And this is to Big Boy's immense credit: he is our #1 ruck, and has been for a long time. 

If he was denying a younger Hawk a spot and some experience, it'd be different. As it is, 

the position is contested between him and 30-year-old Ceglar. Just play him where he's best!

No one 
can criticise his level of effort, and now some polish is starting to show as he improves 

his skills and those around him gain confidence in him. This year I’m embracing Frosty 

as a leader in defence, because | feel we're going to need fighters like him, blokes that’ll 
never give up a contest. Is he one of our most crucial defenders as we plot a path 

back to contendership? There's an argument to be made. That's the thing about Frostball.

He's already the VFL/AFL all-time 
Indigenous games record holder, and will be hoping to notch up another huge milestone 
this year, his 400th game within reach. Personally, I'm hoping we get to celebrate it live. 
While I'm a staunch advocate for playing the kids, and the club's steady build towards 
future flag contendership, there has to be 11 games for Shaun Burgoyne. There just has to be. 
For one, you can't play all the new recruits at once, and for the guys that do get the call up 
to the senior side, it would be of enormous benefit to them to have Burgoyne's guidance 

on gameday, both on and off the field. As for where to play him, Silk has long been a bit of 
a Mr.Fix-It type of course, able to slot in wherever needed. | personally see him helping out 
the forwards, arguably our most underdeveloped line. Against the Lions in Round One, 

we saw what an asset he can still be in that part of the ground. Here's hoping for an encore.

In any case, it's going to be 
interesting to see how the midfield develops in what is marked as a season for rebuilding, 
and Jaeger is undoubtedly a major player in all of that.

His elite athleticism forms a large part 

of his appeal. Plus, to this point, there's been plenty of little glimpses, indications of 

a quality player | suppose at this point, I'm scratching my head trying to think of where 

Nash excels, as far as the fundamentals of the game are concerned. Dubbed ‘Tall Poppy’ 

on the podcast, we've long celebrated his ability to apply defensive pressure 

inside forward 50. Indeed, his tacklilng numbers have been reasonably good across his career. 
But if | had to guess, seeing as he only managed two appearances in season 2020, 

the club is probably after much more than body-on-body from the big Irishman - and so am |. 
I'd love for Nash to have much more of an attacking presence, to assert himself 

and become damaging with ball in hand. He's got the traits to do so, but it seems to be 

a side of his game that's under-developed. Personally | think he could be a weapon on a wing - 
play to his strengths, have him surprise opponents and run them ragged. | don't see 

a dependable forward target in Nash, so get him up the ground and give him a paddock.

of the boys on this list, with the young brigade trusted with more game time as the season 
wore on. In a year when most of the recent recruits suffered from arrested development, 
without a competition to ply their trade and develop, Will demanded his selection. 

Day is exciting with the footy, he’s highly-skilled and with so much potential that you can be 
forgiven for just keeping eyes on him as the ball becomes a vague distraction. In that sense, 
there's some Hodgey about him. Remember how you could just follow Hodge into the pack 
and the ball would come out with him on the other side? He’s not quite there yet, but maybe 
he could be one day. I’m very excited -perhaps too excited - and now with the number 12 

of his Premiership-winning grandfather Rob Day on his back, the story arc is becoming 
really absorbing. May it prompt Clarko to demand a Father-Son academy! 





#13 OLLIE HANRAHAN

So here's the thing about replacing not one, but two of the most electrifying and irrepressible 
small forwards to ever play for Hawthorn: turns out it's a little tricky.

were just the perfect duo in a perfect era, and finding equally-as-capable replacements 

was always going to be tough, if not totally fanciful. With both gone, though, time is up, 

and we're about to learn just how Hawthorn has fared with this formidable project. Certainly, 
with a modest 16 games to his name, Hanrahan has emerged as the obvious go-to goalsneak 
For obvious reasons, l'm cautious of reading too much into practice matches, but Ollie 

gave us plenty to get excited about with his three-goal half. a miraculous snap off the outside 
of his boot the chief highlight. It reaffirmed everything we've learned about Hanrahan 

to this point: on his day, he can be dangerous. He's got the cleverness, the sorts of tricks 

to put together a decent highlight reel. The only thing l'm hoping for is consistency. Sure, 

he begins 2021 as the go-to guy, but this season is all about holding onto that title, 
confirming beyond doubt that he's the future. The way to do that? Turn up, get the job done. 


#14 JACK SCRIMSHAW

2020 was the year we needed to see from Jack. He struggled early, when the team 

was performing well, but returned to the senior side later in the year, and absolutely 

flew home to take out the Most-Improved Player gong. This campaign, he's coming off 

an injury-affected pre-season, but will likely regain his place in the back six if he gets 

his body right. After all, this is a back six that suddenly has to find their way without 

both Stratton and Sicily, two walk-up starts. He'll be especially crucial if Clarko decides 

to deploy Impey further up the ground. With only 27 games, our very own Birchall clone 

is shaping as one of the most important players in the line-up each week, capable of turning 
defence into attack. Expect teams to stifle his influence and keep him occupied. 

recognising his impact. It’s a big development year for Scrimshaw, one that could see him 
breakout as both an on-field leader and a favourite amongst the fans. He has an opportunity 
to become a mainstay of the team, and manage many more appearances than his 13 for 2020. 





#15 BLAKE HARDWICK

2020 could have looked a hell of a lot worse for Hardwick. Having injured his pectoral muscle, 
it was predicted he'd spend almost half the season on the sidelines. The good news: 

he ultimately only missed one game, returning in Round Two, due to the suspension 

of the season. On top of that, Hardwick registered an average of 8.6 pressure acts, 

and once again staked his claim as one of the club's best ball users, posting 81.4% 

disposal efficency. The bad news, though, and my personal take: he seemed out of sorts 

for the majority of the season. He found less of the footy overall, and his general impact 
seemed somewhat diminished. There's a number of players l'd bank on bouncing back in 2021, 
and Hardwick is definitely among them. His role is very well-defined within this side, 

with very few teammates threatening to produce the same standard of footy in the same 
position. Of course with Hardwick, it's about more than what he produces with ball in hand - 
he's adept at putting the clamps on small forwards, which is an urgent need at the moment. 


#16 TOM PHILLIPS

Tom Phillips arrives at the Hawks ready to cement his career at the highest level. 

Played out of his desired position; wing, during his final years at Collingwood, Tom arrives 
11 games shy of the magical 100-game milestone, averaging 22 touches a game. 

During pre-season, he has been asked to fetch his own ball on the inside of the packs, 
head to the outside for spread, and also position himself as the distributor across 
half-forward. He's been played all over the park - something we noted in the club's practice 
and pre-season hit-outs - which is incredibly demanding, but he's taken to each assignment 
pretty well so far. His kicking needs to improve, but his awareness at the contest 

and ability to overlap run and spread the defensive lines of the opposition will be 

an excellent weapon. It's true that the Hawks had these qualities in Isaac, but Isaac 

was more of a ball-carrier than Tom, who appears better at making position, 

receiving and then quickly taking the best option. Pleasingly, Tom Phillips reminds me 

a bit of my childhood favourite Condon too. 





#17 DAN HOWE

In the second half of Hawthorn's 2019 campaign, Dan Howe played just about every game, 
contributing well as the team vied to sneak into the eight. | mention this, because it offers 

an indication that Howe factors into Hawthorn's vision for the future. How frustrating, then, 
that Howe would find himself seemingly trapped in perpetual foot injury rehab 

for the next several several months. That must have been very difficult, and I'm happy 

that Howe was able to break back into the senior team in July, stringing five games together. 
| have to wonder though - and pun fully intended here - has he lost a step? As a big-bodied 
stopper, tasked with shutting down lively opposition players, bes never been lightning quick - 
that wasn't really ever the point of his role. Is he a tad slower than he was before? Should our 
fears be allayed by the fact he was deployed on the wing in our practice match hit-out 

with the Dogs? That was a surprise move, given Howe has spent the majority of his time 

at half-back, occasionally plugged into the midfield. Curiouser and curiouser. 

Something else of note: he's out of contract at the end of 2021. A crucial year for Howe. 


#18 JONATHON CEGLAR

Ceglar was battling a chronic foot injury for much of last year, and yet was still saddled 
with number one ruck duties, while McEvoy watched on from defence. That was frustrating. 
| know Ceglar is a tap ruckman, and that’s what Hawthorn is looking for - a ruckman that can 
get the ball straight to JOM, Tom, Worps, also Tommy P - but he was often so hampered 

in his leap and movement across the ground that it began to dampen confidence 

in the 30-year-old. Ceglar struggled in a team that struggled overall, and many supporters 
were left to wonder why he was re-contracted for three years in 2019. If Ceglar can live up 
to his ability, he’ll be hitting the scoreboard, taking lead-up marks on the wing 

and palming it to Worps, who breaks away from the contest.

and that means he can be worked-over by opposition sides.

As far as his next campaign is concerned, | have no qualms with Gunston taking as much time 
as he needs to get his body right before slotting back into the senior side. There's no sense 
rushing his return - this is a Hawthorn side that desperately needs to find other avenues 

to goal, and map the future of the forward line. Frankly, if Gunston somehow manages to 
poll as strongly in this year's PCM, and remains the focal point of the forward line, 
something's gone very wrong. So, having said all that, my expectations of Gunston this year 
are pretty relaxed. It's a combination of the injury rehab, and many, many credts in the bank 
His output matters far less to me than the other guys set to occupy the forward 50 arc.

Typically, Clarko shifts him into the midfield 
if he can’t find the ball, then he gives him a breather in the forward line, where Chad often 
sneaks himself a goal or sets one up for the side. He’s a sleeping giant - we haven’t seen 
the best of Chad yet. Frankly, the club's dysfunctional forward setup simply didn’t allow it. 
We all know that Chad at his very best can dismantle opposition sides, making defenders 
appear hopeless, and delighting even the most embittered anti-Hawk commentators.

that McRae and Clarko have worked out for him. It may mean more midfield time,
